LONDON, Aug. 1—The entente allies are now pursuing a succe! ul of- 
fensive on all fronts and the central powers are virtually everywhere in de- 
fensive, but the operations on the eastern front continue to surpass thope in 
the west in dramatic interest, The military critics bee! ibn great admiration 
for the Russian tactics, one of the important objects of which, in their opin- 
ion, has been to isolate the Ausuian from the German armies on the Russian 
front. -This, it is now claimed, has been virtually accomplished by the Rus- 
sians driving a wedge into the Austro-German positions along the front of 
Kovel-Viadimir-Polynski, The view here is that if the Russians have thus 
accomplished severence of the Germans from the Austrians, the most decis- 
ive result of the whole of General Brussiloff’s wonderful strategy will have 
been obtained, it being argued by the military observers that without Ger- 
man help, the Alstrian army wiil become demoralized and collapse. They 
say that Austrian fu.ces between the Lipa and Dniester rivers are doomed. 
" There has been no confirmation of reports received in Rome that Kovel 
and Viadimir-Volynski bave been evacuated, A correspondent with the Rus- 
sian forces has reported that the roads toward Kovel are “black with the re- 
treating enemy.” 


Exactly when General Brussiloff's 
next blow will fall is probablematic. 
The Russians are virtually within the 
same distance both of Kovel and 
Viadimir-Volynski, as also are pressa- 
ing closer toward Lemberg. 

Since Sunday's combined advance 
on the Somme line by the British and 
French, the situation there has been 
comparatively unchanged. The fifth 


‘brigade have sustained the brunt pf 


the German counter attack launched 
against positions captured in this 
region, The Germans claim to have 
driven back the British who had pene- 
trated on a né&rrow front territory 
west of the Fotireaux Wood, and to 
have successfally repulsed French at- 
tacks in the neighborhood of Maure- 
pas. There has, however, been no im- 
portant change in the line since the 
Anglo-French advance, 
Battle Still Raging. 

PETROGRAD, Aug. 1, via London.

“Western front: In the region of the 
villages of Stolysva and Smolary the 
German artillery made a rush attack 
on our troops occupying the western 
bank of the Stokhod river, They were 
repulsed by ollfstroops who inflicted 
heavy losses on the enemy.

PARIS, Aug. 1.—The official com- 
munication issued by the war office 
tonight reads: 

“South of the Somme, we captured 
in the course of a small operation a 
German trench between Estrees anti 
Relloy-En-Santerre, About sixty pria- 
cners remained in onr hands, 

"On the right bank of the Meuse, 
ofter a violent bombardment which 
lasted part of the night, the Germans 
carried out this morning an attack 
against our positions to the west and 
south of the Thiaumont work. Our 
barrage fire and the fire of our mu- 
chine guns broke down all the at- 
tempts of the adversary. Some enemy 
rvroups, Which had reached as far au 
our trenches were thrown back by 
ppirited counter attacks, 

“At the end of the day a grenade 
tttack launched by us enabled us to 
make progress south of MThiaumont 
works. About the same time the Ger- 
mans attacked on the Vaux-Chapitre- 
Chenots front. On this latter point 
cnly they gained a footing in some 
of our advanced elements, from which 
shortly afterwards they were driven 
out,

stopped by our fire, and cost them

What Vienna’ Says. 


VIENNA, via London, Aug. 1.—Tho 
Austrian war office communication is- 
sued today says: * 

“Obviously owing to the heavy losses 
sustnined, the Russian attacks west 
and northwest of Lutsk have ceased.

The lot of wool was sold to the 
highest bidder, J, F, Streffenger, rep- 
resenting Jeremiah Williams & Co., of 
Boston, Mass., the largest woo! deal- 
ers on the continent,

plan to the sheep breeder, who by the 
investment of wae one dollar in fa 
membership in this association gaina 
a remarkable increase of profit in the 
marketing of his wool crop over what 
he would get by trying to sell as an 
individual on the open’ market,

* BALTIMORE, Ma., Aug. 1—-The German submarine mer- 
chantman Deutschland sét out tonight from Baltimore on a 
return voyage with a declaration of confidence from her com- 
mander Captain Paul Koenig, that he would take her‘ home 
in spite of the heavy odds he would face when the three-mile 
limit in the Atlantic is reached, 

The submarine was towed out of the slip where she was 
berthed twenty-three days ago, at 6:30 o'clock this afternoon, 
and it ts statéd that she will put into Newport News, Va., be- 
tween 6 and 9 o'clock tomorrow morning, 

After getting into’ mid-stream the -tow line of the tug 
Thomas F. Timmins was cast off and the Deutschland pro- 
veeded down the Patapsco River under her own power. 
Timinins went to one side, the coast guard cutter Wissapick 
to the other, and the harbor police boat Lannan brought up 
the rear to prevent undue crowding by the small fleet of

’ GOON STRIKE 


Conference at Calgary if Still a 
Deadlock — Miners Issue 
Statement 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

CALGARY, Alta., Aug. 1,—The dis- 
pute between the Western Coal Opera- 
tors’ Association and the miners of 
district No, 18 is in a most critical 
stage tonight, The deadlock between 
the two parties is as rigid as ever, 
and the efforts of Messrs. McNiven 
and Harrison, the Dominion govern- 
ment fair wage officials, to bring about 
settlement or compromise have prov- 
ed unavailable. “ 

The miners issued a long statement 
at midnight tonight, in which they 
blame for the situation of the opera- 
tors and virtually wash their hands 
of further responsibility. 


Secret Sessions Held. 


The operators are firm in their re- 
solve not to negotiate as long as any 
of the miners in the district are on 
strike. They held secret sessions this 
afternoon and eveniag, but had no 
statement to make for publication, It 
was reported this evening that at least 
two of the operators had made up 
their minds to break away from the 
association and grant the 10 per cent. 
war bonus demand, This condition 
cannot be verified. Meanwhile the 
miners at Fernie are still on strike, 
The men at Michel, B.C., have alsa 
quit and those in the mines at Kipp, 
Alta,, served netice tonight that they 
would not return to work in the morn- 
ing. They say that they will stay out 
until the operators agree to a con- 
ference, Pi 

The Miners’ Statement. 

The miners’ statement, after recit- 
ing the various events and demands 
which have led up to the present 
situation, proceeds: ‘“Fiverything ’pos- 
sible has been done by us to bring 
about a conference. We are charged 
with causing these coincidental hap- 
penings (referring to the strikes at 
Fernie and Lethbridge, ourselves; t.e., 
first one mine idle and then another), 
but we can face any tribunal and 
prove our sincerity in attempting to 
meet the requirements of the opera- 
tors with a view to arriving at an 
amicable adjustment of the difficulty 
now confronting the operators and 
ourselves, 

“We feel it to be most unfortunate 
state of affairs when we realize that 
the operators have a propostion to sub- 
mit to their workmen, but their ap- 
parent dignity will not permit thein to 
offer suid proposal because, Shylock- 
like, the letter of the law is not ful- 
filled, some of the miners being idle, 

“We have been more patient, hop- 
ing the fair wae officiars may through 
their efforts succeed in getting a con- 
ference, but the operators have stead- 
fastly, if not arbitrartly, held out that 
all mines must be working before said 
conference can be held. A conference 
might avoid something unfortunate 
occurring. We admit our human frail- 
ities, but have done all that we pos- 
sibly could in order that an amicable 
settlement might be reached. 

“We now leave it to the public.”

Terrible Toll Taken by 


Fire Demon in Ontario 
Growing in Magnitude 


No Hope Now That 600 Will be the Limit of Casualties, and Exact 
Number of Victims of Holocaust Will Never be Known — 130 
Charred Bodies Buried in One Trench — Flames Ate up Every 
Means of Identification—Doctors and Nurses Bickened by Sight 
of Sufferers—-Many Acts of Heroism Are Recorded,

HAILEYBURY, Ont., Aug. 1—The terrible toll of lifa taken by the fire 
demon in the country between Ramore and Cochrane grows in magnitude 
every hour, and there is no hope or belief that even five hundred will be the 
limit of casualties, although the exact number will never be known, When 
whole settlements are wiped off the map, and reports come in that there are 
only eight survivors from a thriving settlement of 208 people; when one hears 
of 130 bodies being buried in a morning, charred beydnd all recognition; of 
fifty-seven bodies found in a railway cut; of twenty-four bodies in a root 
house; of sixteen found in a pit, one realizes that it is impoxssible to estimate 
the numbers, and that for every’ one found near the railway line by rellef 
workers, there may be h dozen lying dead among the ashes that spread for 
hundreds of square miles over Northern Ontario, . 

No Means of Identification, 

Because there has been such a holocaust it is impossible to get a list of 
the names of the dead. The flames ate up every means of identification, and 
so scattered were the settlements in some parts that even where one member 
of a family escaped he could not give the names of his neighbors, nor did he 


might yet have survived, 


The latter were pitifully few and 
the first train that got back here 
brought in only forty-three passengers, 
of whom three women and seventeen 
men were terribly burned. and the 
remainder, women and children, were 
refugees, 

The train was a sight never to be 
forgotten, The seats had been cover- 
ed with long boards, and on them had 
been placed mattresses and army 
blankets, converting cach of the four 
cars into a hospital ward. On the 
seats lay a suffering mass of human- 
ity, all bound up in oil cloth, cotton 
wool and bandages, suffering untold 
agonies, and never uttering a word. 
Those who looked dowit the vista of 
carriages turned sick at the sight and 
at the thought of what these men and 
women must have gone through. 

Kars were burned off, eyes blinded, 
hair gone, noses burned almost to & 
cinder, so that doctors and nurses 
were almost afraid to touch the pati- 
ents, 

The poor settlers who had lost their 
loved ones in a night, as well as the 
results of all their years of labor, in 
the wild country, lay without a moan, 
their faces, arms and legs swathed in 
bandages, which only showed up in 
more effective contrast the little 
patches of blackened skin between, 


Lost Twenty Relatives. 


There was one man. who had lost 
twenty-one relatives as they fought the 
tires, another who had seen his grand- 
mother, father, mother and brothor 
ell fall victims to the flames. It was 
impossible to talk to them about the 
tragedy when one knew their stories, 
There was a little baby of a few 
months old, swathed in bandages fron 
head to foot, ail that was left of a 
family. She had been found by ohne 
of the rescuers still alive in some 
miraculous fashion, Sho is being 
looked after by one of the hundreds of 
kind people in the Cobalt district, who 
are doing all they can to care for the 
refugees and sufferers. 

Another relief train arrived at Hall- 
eybury at three o’cl6ck this morning, 
but there were mostly refugees on it. 


Search Parties Out. 


Search parties are going out over 
the district bringing the injured and 
refugees to the railway line, or to the 
tented settlement that has sprung up 
in the devastated area, 

A refugee train with forty-three 
wounded, and other refugees from 
Mfatheson and Monteith pulled into 
Haileybury station last night, It was 
« portion of the relief train sent up 
from North Bay on Sunday in charre 
of Sheriff Colbeck and Howard C, 
Dunbar, of Haileybury, At Matheson 
it was split in two. Half came back 
and the other section went on to 
Cochrane and carried stricken gettlers 
the relief that had been rushed from 
Winnipeg. 

Those who saw the relief train ar 
rive will never forget the sight. Only 
one man cried aloud. He was bent 
double, and a stained bandage was 
wrapped around his eyes. He could 
not see. His hands and arms were 
swollen twice thelr normal size and 
were bound above the elbows, He was

OTTAWA, Aug. 1.—Representatives 
of the International Nickel Company 
have been in conference with Hon. 
Arthur Melghen, solicitor-general, re- 
lative to the plans cf the company for 
the refining of nickel in Ontario 
through the newly-incorporated Inter- 
national Nickel Company of Canada. 

The company was represented by 
Britton Osler, K.C., of Toronto, and 
officials of the corporation from Cop- 
per Cliff. The confere was of a 
general character, bearifig chiefly on 
the questions of location and capacity 
of the Canadian plant and the import- 
ance of early production. It is said 
that the company is ready to begin 
the construction ef the plant without 
delay.

Advice to Canadian soldiers not to 
loiter when near the Y. M. C. A. dug- 
Outs at the front is rather unusual but 
the following letter received from 
Major Birks, of London, England, su- 
pervisor of the military service depart- 
ment’s work overseas, tells why— 
there is danger from German shells 
and snipers, 

Major Birks writes also of an ea- 
perience of the “Y” captain during 
the June “drive.” 

“The work being done in-the large 
marquees, huts and cinema plants In 
these rests is excellent and is reach- 
ing thousands of men, The finest 
plant of this type is, unquestionably, 
Hancock's, with two large marquees 
and a large hut forming an L, the bal- 
ance of the quadrangle being given up 
to an outside gymnasium. It is, I] men 
think, without any question, the larg- 
est military Y. M. C, A. plant over- 
seas, if not in the entire British army, 
and I think often a couple of thousand 
men must use it on an evening. 

“At the other end of the works ure 
the dugout canteens, and in many 
ways they are the most attractive part 
of what is being done. The most ad- 
vanced dugout is within a few yards 
of the front line trench, and, of course, 
all of them are, more or less, under 
shell fire, so that they have to be of 
necessity very small in size, and 
notices have to be put up advising the 
men against loitering, a rather  un- 
usual type of notice for the Y. M. C. A. 
to. put up, but they are, unquestion- 
ably, meeting a very great need. 

“Every night these dugouts are 
visited by men who have been sent in 
from the more advanced trenches by 
their platoon commanders, each one 
arriving with a sack over his shoulder,

House of Commons Not Represen- 
tative He Asserts—Election 
Before Peace is Essential

(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, Aug. 1.—(By Sir Edward 
Carson)—No one has been more anx- 
jous than myself since the war began 
to keep the attention of pariiament 
and the country concentrated on the 
prosecuton of the war to the exclusiot 
of ail mere democratic matters which 
ao not conduce to that one supreme 
subject. 

My persistence in demanding from 
the government a measure dealing 
with the parliamentary register of 
voters is no exception, though at first 
eight some people might perhaps sup- 
pose it to be so, Indeed, T have been 


without it the country may find itself 
in the near future—and it may be 
nearer than some people imagine—tn 
no condition to effectively deal with 
the vital issues arising directly out of 
the war. But the possibility of an ap- 
peal to the country becon:ing unavold- 
uble is not all, 

None Dreamed of War. 

The present House of Commons was 
elected when nobody dreamed wur 
would be upon us before the next dis- 
solution, It was elected by voters 
whose minds were then full of political 
projects which today are trifles in com- 
parivon with the all-absorbing national 
life and death struggle with Germany. 

‘The members of the present. parlii- 
ment were returned to curtail the pow- 
er of the House of Lords. They were 
uble, nevertheless, to save us from the 
disastrous declaration of London; te 
tive home rule to Ireland, and four 
hundred a year to themselves; to dis- 
establish the Welsh church, to insti- 
tute an insurance tax; and, most cur- 
ious of all ,to reduce armaments, thus 
increasing ce national unprepared- 
ness for the war which was so clore 
vt hand, 

One hundred and fifty of them ex- 
erted their combined influence just be- 
fore the war to weaken the navy. Some 
of them, while the war has been rag- 
ing. have done their feeble best to 
hamper operations and to undermine 
the determination of the people to vee 
ie through. Dves any one imagine that 
such a House of Commons represents 
the English people of today? 


Opinion Revolutionized. 


Why, the stock of war has reyolu- 
tlonized opinion in every direction, Po- 
litical issues which we were elected to 
support or resist in 1910 are ancient 
history. The dividing line of parties 
has been broken and new combinations 
ere forming to promote new ideas, cf 
which at that time few dreamed. 

It is not surprising that in such clr- 
cumstances some members of parlia- 
ment, blina .o the change that has 
Leen taking place, already have bean 
repudiated by their constituents, But

But in the. outsice districts 
there was no chance for the people to 
escape except by getting down their 
wells and probably more than fifty 
per cent of the settlers have lost their 
lives, I know of a soldier named Rob- 
ert Reid, who got down into a pit and 
stayed there until there were aixteen 


dead people around him who were 
suffocated.

train and we were ali in box cars 
till we got to Swastika, when there 
was a passenger train which brought 
us to Englehart. I was told that

New Liskeard suffering from burns, 
while one of the children, Etta, aged 
9, is also there very badly burned 
about the legs. 

“We saw smoke pouring through the 
bushes, then the flames coming on,” 
she said, “but we thought it would 
pass us by as the farm on which we 
had been four years has been pretty 
well cleared, But the wind took a 
turn and drove it suddenly right on 
to our place. 

“We started to run, and so terrified 
were we that we were running di- 
rectly towards the bush, and would 
have been surely lost. But my eldest 
boy, Richard, told me to go to an old 
disused well'a quarter of a mile away, 
the only place where there was any 
water. Then he went to get some 
neighbors of ours, the McWhirters, 
who were running down a-hill through 
the smoke. My little girl, Etta, got 
hold of two of the little girls and 
brought them to the well, Richard 
went back to see if there were any 
more people. 

Climb Into Well. 

“A man named Frank Mulligan got 
down into the well, which is fourteen 
feet deep, and had ten feet of water 
in it, and he dipped up water for us, 
which we threw over our clothes, Mul- 
ligan was on his way home to his wife 
and family with a team of horses, as 
he had been out helping a neighbor 
mow his hay. He tried to get past 
the smoke to get to his home, but 
could not, so he tied his horses and 
helped us. The well is a circular one, 
and there were cross boards down the 
sides, and he climbed down these, 
Mrs, McWhirter came down the _ hill 
and told him that she had got her 
children down to the school house, 
but they could get any further, and 
she asked Mulligan to get one of his 
horses, hitch it to a curt, and make a 
rush through the smoke to try to get 
them. 

“Mulligan took his best horse, put it 
in a light wagon and galloped up the 
hill to the school house, where he 
found all the McWhirter family and 
drove them to the well. 

Hung On For Eight Hours, 

“Then the wind took another turn 
and drove the flames at us, and we 
had to get down into the well, Hold- 
ing on to the wood at the eides, we 
remained there from six o'clock Sat- 
urday evening until two o'clock Sun- 
day morning, when the rain came, 
not very much, but it damped it 
down a little, 1 thought we were alt 
in there, but Mrs. McWhirter ran off 
with her baby in her arms and got into 
a field of clover and lay down, 

“It was a terrible time in the well. 
My sixteen year old daugiter Margaret 
had put on three skirts when she left 
the house, and when we left the well 
she had practically no clothes on at 
all, as she had torn them cif by the 
bits and dipped them into the water 
then handing the pieces of cloth to 
the younger children to suck and to 
put on their heads to protect them 
from the hot ashes. 

Also tn a Well. 

“When the rain came and the fire 
had passed by, Mulligan and my boy 
Richard went up the road, as they 
thought they heard some one shouting. 
They found the McWhirter house and 
the schoo! house burned to ashes. Mul- 
ligan went on to his place and found 
that his wife and three children had 
also got into a well and saved them- 
selves, 

“Mrs, MeWhirter lost one of her 
babies, who was seven months old, but 
her five other children, the eldest only 
eight, were saved,"

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Some day, when the history of 
the war as it affects Edmonton is 
written, a great deal of credit will 
have to be given the Red Cross 
Society and the St. John Ambu- 
lance Association for the part that 
they have played and are playing 
in forwarding hospital supplies, 
clothing, and ‘‘comforts’’ to the 
soldiers at the front.

John Ambulance Association has 
been operating since August, 1914,

Nothing more inspiring during 
3 the progress of the war has been 
found than the magnificent deter- 
mination of the Russians. Early 
in the war they raised high hopes 
by their remarkable advance 
movements. But their supply of 
guns and ammunition did not mea- 
sure up to their dauntless courage, 
and they were perforce obliged to 
fall back before the hordes of the 
oncoming Teuton annies, ‘Today, 
however, there is a different story 
to tell. Hardly a day passes but 
that the Russian official report 
tells of the capture of a thousand 
or more of the Austro-German 
enemies—told, moreover, with a 
. simplicity of language and lack of 
detail, as if it were but a mere in-’ 
cident in the every-day round of 
the war. The relentless and suc- 
cessful warfare by the Russians is 
having a great effect, no doubt, 
on the fortunes of the western 
front, where the Anglo-French 
offensive is being waged slowly 
but surely, It is a long, long way 
to Berlin even yet. Many thou- 
sands of bright, young lives have 
still to be sacrificed on the altar of 
freedom, The triumph of the 
entente allies has. to be reached 
through many sanguinary battle 
fields.

Very few are aware that in the vast 
territory to the north and west of Ed- 
monton there is practically the only 
remaining big game country on the 
continent. In the portion lying be- 
tween the,international boundary, 49 
degrees north latitude, and the Atha- 
basca river, 563 degrees north, there 
are found seven species of large herb- 
ivorous game animals, these being 
big-horn sheep, meuntain goat, mule 
deer, white-tail deer, moose, elk and 
caribou; five large carnivorous ani- 
mals, grizzly bear, black bear, timber 
wolf, mountain lion or cougar, prairie 
wolf or coyote; and such fur-bearing 
animals as the beaver, lynx, marten, 
mink, skunk, wolverine and others of 
lesser importance. W. N. Millar, of 
the faculty of forestry, University of 
Toronto, has written a very excellent 
paper on the subject. 


The first animal in importance, from 
the sportsman’s viewpoint, is the 
Rocky Mountain big-horn. No finer 
trophy exists on the cpntinent than the 
head of the big-horn sheep. There 
are six species of mountain sheep in 
America ‘and Canada, but the big-horn 
is sought aftér most eagerly by hunt- 
«is. It has decreased very greatly in 
numbere in recent years, and it is ea- 
timated that there are now only from 
two to three thousand in existence. 
The mountain sheep can climb the 
most tremendous cliffs with, ease and 
certainty, but prefers to graze among 
tac ligh alpine slopes above’ timber- 
line Beléw the towering rock pinacles 
that form the numerous ranges of the 
Rocky Mountains. Its pursuit is the 
ni st fascinating of all sports. 


Next in importance, though least in 
numters, is the American elk or wap- 
iti, These animals once ranged the 
entire continent in millions, but now 
the total does not exceed 60,000 head, 
of which there are said to be only 
5,000 in Canada, Originally an animal 
of the open plaing and. park-like for- 
ests, the elk has now become almost 
exclusively a forest-dwelling animal, 
It is the largest round-horned deer in 
the world, Unlike the white-tail deer, 
the mule deer has an almost insatiable 
curiosity, and this trait has contribut- 
ed considerably to its decline. Closely 
allied to the mule-deer, but differing 
markedly in the branching of the 
horns and in many of its habits, is the 
white-tail or Virginian deer, which is 
the most widely distributed game ani- 
mal in North America, The largest of 
all deer, the modse, is to be found in 
lurge numbers, as many 2dmonton 
sportsmen can testify. 


The most abundant of all the big 
game of the Canadian Rockies is prob- 
ably the mountain goat, existing in 
numbers probably running up well 
into the thousands. The Rockies are 
its natural home, although it can be 
found north, almost to the Arctic 
ocean, It is usually far above timber- 
line on the edge of perpetual ice and 
snow, und only occasionally descends 
‘o the timber along the valleys in 
cross. ng from one range to another, or 
ino eearch of salt, It ig a stupid ani- 
inal, and is not difficult to kill, pro- 
viding thé hunter is a fairly expert 
mountaineer. The comparative re- 
motenesg of its range, the @orthless- 
ness ofits hide,-the small esteem in 
which it is held either as a trophy or 
as a source of meat, and the abund- 
ance, hitherto, of other more desirable 
and more easily obtained. big game, 
have all contributed to save the goat 
from the rapid decline in numbers 
that has befallen other big game in 
the Rockies. 


The mountain caribou usually wint- 
ers on the British Columbia side of the 
Rockies, Ten years ago caribou were 
very numerous, and were found well 
down the Athabasca below the pre- 
sent site of Jasper Park, but they have 
been very much reduced of late. They 
are entially northern animals, and 
are able to subsist under very severe 
weather conditions. 


Among the carnivorous animals of 
the Rockies; the grizzly bear is easily 
the most important. Some of them 
can be seen as close to Edmonton as 
the Big Smoky river. The black bear 
is much more common than _ the 
grizzly, The cougar, or moantain lion, 
ig fortunately very rare, although a 
few have been killed on the eastern 
slopes of the Rockies, 


Skins of most of these animals are 
brought to Edmonton every fall by 
big game parties, but it fs a far cry 
from the present time to those early 
dayg when buffalo roamed the plains 
in thousands, and fur skins were as 
plentiful as are raspberries in the Ed- 
monton district today.

1914, under the Parliament 
Act, to the Gevernment of Leland Bill, 
more usually known as the Home Rule 
Bil, which had passed the House «f 
Commons in three successive sessions, 
and had been twice rejected 
House of Lords, By a Suspensory Act, 
vassed vy both Houses, on September 
i7, the operation of the Home Rule 
Act was susp2nded until twelve months 
from the date of its pasisng; or, if the 
European war still continued, until 
such further date, not later than the 
Cate of the termination of tthe war, as 
might be fixed by order-in-council.

‘The truth is that Canada 
agreed with Australia to establish a 
local navy, and did go with the ap- 
proval of the present Premier and the 
party he headed in opposition, For 
political purposes, and in order to 
capture the votes of men who would 
“shoot holes in the British flag,” Sir 
Robert Borden repidiated his agree- 
ment on the naval question. Having 
got into power after repudiating that 
agreement, he had to do something in 
the way of nayal aid. Therefore, in 
an attempt to regain his self-respect 
and. please that portion. of, the popu- 
lation who are not Nationalists, he 
proposed his famous “temporary” 
measure by which the Government 
would evade responsibility by handing 
over a money contribution to the Bri- 
tish admiralty. The Senate, which 
has been blamed for vetoing the con- 
tribution, did not veto it. ‘It merely 
asked for the proviso that this pro- 
posal should be submitted to the peo- 
ple of Canada for their approval. 
Rather than submit {t to the people, 
$a Robert Borden deliberately killed 

Had the Borden Government pro- 
ceeded to put the Laurier Naval Act 
into effect, at the outbreak of the war 
they would have had a navy similar 
to that of Australia's to place at the 
disposal of the British admiralty. In- 
stead of that, all they had to offer was 
two cruisers which had been purchas- 
ed by the Laurier Government, and 
which, when war broke out, were 
found to have been put out of cum- 
mission by the Borden Government, 
And yet Mr. Rogers has the effrontery 
to declare that it was owing to Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and his followers that 
Canada has to take second place to 
Australia in naval matters!

bullt or adapted, and, with the ex- 
ception of a very few, are now pro- 
ducing heavy howitzers, big shglls, or 
explosives, The weekly output of 
-308 cartridges is greater by millions 
than the anhual output before the 
war. There is a certain machine gun 
being produced by the hundred every 
week in a factory ordered, planned 
and built during the past twelve 
months, which had never been made 
in the country before 1916. 

“France, Russia and Italy have 
been supplied by or through Great 
Britain with many of the most im- 
portant munitions of war. Many 
thousand tons of steel have been sent 
to France. One leading firm has a 
factory devoted entirely to the mak- 
ing provision for a particular gun for 
the French government. Ruasia has 
been supplied with great quantities of 
grenades, rifle cartridges, and guns, 
and explosives, and some of these 
have been instrumental in enabling 
the Russians to make their great of- 
fensive, 

“Contributions towards the equip- 
ment of the Belgian army are contin- 
uous. There has been established 
in a certain district In this country a 
Belgian village with a Belgian fac- 
tory, employing Belgian workmen, 
entirely: engaged in the production of 
munitions for the Belgian army. 

‘The Serblah army has been re- 
equipped very largely from the work- 
shops of the United Kingdom. 

“There is as much work on one 
howitzer as for one of our large ex- 
press locomotives, The Ministry of 
Munitions is now producing 18- 
pounders and 16-pounders, 4.5-inch 
and 6-inch, 8-inch and 9.2-inch how- 
itzers in large quantities, It is a mag- 
nificent example of what British en- 
gineers can do when well led.and or- 
fanized, 

“Before this vast output could be 
secured, it was necessary not only to 
secure factories, machine tools and 
material, but labor had also to be 
trained and mobilized. Over 384,000 
men out of 1,600,000 engaged in the 
chemical and engineering trades had 
joined the army, but against this 184,- 
000 women were engaged in war in- 
dustries in 1914, There are today 666,- 
000, The total number of war workers 
was 198,600 in 1914, and now is 
3,600,000. 

“There are 471 different munition 
processes upon which women are now 
engaged, The women in France are 
doing wonders in’ munition making, 
but AUR women workers beat the 
world,”
